Whether the high price of shoes, is 
due primarily to profiteering, or to. the 
LWlty of leather, 'there is no doubt 
tJBbather has become scarce. Hides 
alBTby-product of beef, and we do 
£Teat as much beef as we _ used to 
eat. because we 
cannot 
afford 
it. 
Hence there are no longer enough cow 
hides to go around. We are alreadj 
wearing a good many rubber shoes 
and composition shoes, and -we have 
imitation leather goods galore. 
Most 
of these articles are not as satisfac- 
tory as genuine leather, goods. 
But this objection does not hold 
against shark shoes; 
Shark leather 


wears well and .takes on a high finish. 
And the sea. is full of sharks, which 
have no recognizable function In life 
oTher than to bite, a leg off. of a surf 
bather now and then. The supply ,ot 
sharks and other fish with valuable 
skins seems Inexhaustible. The only 
things remaining to be done are to put 
the catching of sharks, and the .tan- 
nlng of their hides on a sound com- 
mercial basis, and this Is already rap- 
Idly being accomplished 
by 
several 
companies, ,ably aided by the Bureau [ 
of Fisheries.

I 
Shoes Aren't All 
-Not only shark shoes, 'but , -several 


other articles made of shark and other 
fish skins have been on exhibition at 
the bureau of fisheries 
for 
several 
rears.'" Catfish, suit 
cases, 
porpoise 
music rolls, codfish pocket books and 
wolf-fish razor strops 
have 
already 
been manufactured, and will probably 
appear In thcf "department sttjres oe- 


tCDr.°t!.fwis Radoliffe. of the, bureau 
of fisheries, is In charge of the work-of 
promoting the use of lish skins, and he 
has several 
assistants. 
He 
reports 
that two companies are already in the 
business of producing fish hide arti- 
cles. 
One of these is operating sev- 
eral experimental plants, and -the other 
has recently purchased sites 
on the 
coast where It Intends to build tanner- 
le's close to the- source of supply, sev- 
oral other concerns are making pre-: 
llmlnary experiments. 
Dr. Iladclllte reports that each new 
batch of tanned fish skins produced 
by those pioneers 
in 
the 
industry 
shows marked progress in, the art of 
tanning sea leather. They are now 
producing ocean leather that is strong, 
flexible and wilt, take .a high-finish. 
Commercial Use Is New, 
Fish skins have tieen tanned, and 
manufactured for some years as nov- 
elties, but their use as leather on_ a 
commercial scale is entirely new. The 
only commercial use ot shark skins 
heretofore has been .to dry them and 
use them in the rough state for pol- 
ishing wood and Ivory, somewhat like 
sand paper. 
It took 
a 
shortage _ of 
leather to make the experts see -that 
the fish skins Jcoutd be put to a much 
better use. •

Shark akin shoes have one great ad- 
vantage In going before the public m. 
' that they lend themselves, easily to ad- 


vertising; The very name has an alli- 
terative quality which Is calculated to 
catch the popular ear. 
"Shark sum 
shoes stay shlned," for example, is a 
fine advertising phrase. And all sorts 
of marine lore can be worked. into the 
"advertising and strikingly illustrated. 
This is a more important considera- 
tion than it might seem at first glance. 
Shark skin shoes may skin every other 
id of shoe for cheapness, durability

I am neither in my sec- 
ond childhood in this matter nor in 
the Mexican matter." 
Lo-ter interruptions of Senator 1'a.ll s 
speech by Senator McCumber led to 
one of the bitterest exchanges since 
the treaty debate began. Facing- each 
other at a distance of a few feet, the 
two senators raised their voices and 
pounded 
their desks to emphasize 


their declarations. 
When Senator Fall said that Sen-' 
ator McCumber had deterred on the

China," Mr. McCumber sprang to his 
feet and shouted:

"You did defend the Shantung pro- 
visions," retorted . Senator Fall, "and 
claimed that Japan had the rig-ht to 
take Shantung." 
"And she derived that right under a 
solemn pledge to return it. but you 
leave that out .of your statement," re- 
joined Senator McCumben 
Senator McCumber said that as Sen- 
ator Fall was pi-escribing for the con- 
duct of senators, he should take some 
of his own medicine, adding "and you 
will take it before you are through."

found asleep, but when the count en- 
tered his bedroom, thrust his 
head 
from the bed clothes and seated! him- 
self on the bed. 
His nightgown was 
of ' mauve and heavily embroidered. 
He wore gold bracelets on his arm and 
rings with rubles and other precious 
stones on every linger.. 


When ' he 
understood \what was 
wanted, he cried: "It is infamy-trcach- 


erAffirmlng that he had always sac- 
rificed.himself for AUstrla, he sent for 
his son, Prince Cyrille, to testify to his 
noble sentiments. 
When the prince 
arrived Ferdinand cried; "Kiki, swear 
that your father was never a traitor. 
The son, hardly awake, failed to grasp 
the situation and 
remained 
silent, 
whereupon his father burst out: 
"Get out, you're only an idiot. Kiki, 
you understand nothing. Send for my 
faithful jgeneral." 
This general proved to be a Bulgar- 


ian who spoke only his 
native lan- 
guage. A triangular conversation fol- 
lowed, the former 
king 
translating: 
Count von Bcrchtold's german 
into 
Bulgarian and the general Bulgarian 
into German. 
Despite Ferdinand's plea that "now 
you have a witness that I never was 
a traitor" Count von Berchtold reiter- 
ated the order, making Ferdinand un- 
derstand that his life was in danger If 
he remained.

off into the darkness Ferdinand, Kiki, 
the general and the millions Ferdin- 
and had succeeded ,ln bringinar with 
hmi.
